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The natural setting of the park, 
on the banks of a small creek, fea- 
tures a natural wood gazebo, park 
benches, a bird bath, bird feeder, and 
several bird houses, Native plants 
such as redbud trees, dogwoods, 
azaleas and native azaleas (wild hon- 
eysuckle), and the sound of a water- 
fall enhance the restive atmosphere. 

Mrs. Hocutt opened the service

Traffic deaths up in state following 
speed limit increase on highways

Reports of traffic fatalities in Ala- 
bama for periods before and after 
1996 speed limit increases indicate 
an upward trend in traffic deaths on 
interstates and four-lane U. S. high- 
ways compared with 1995 statistics, 
according to Col. L. N. Hagan, De- 
partment of Public Safety director. 

Legislation enacted in May 1996. 
raised maximum speeds on_ inter- 
states from 65 to 70 miles per hour, 
and allowed maximum speeds on 
roadways with four or more lanes to 
be increased from 55 to 65 miles per 
hour, 

Hagan said data collected for sev- 
en months after speed limits were 
raised indicates a 27 percent increase 
in fatalities on interstates and a 15 
percent increase on U. S. highways 
with four or more lanes. 

Fatality statistics for the 1997 cal- 
endar year (year-to-date) show a 100 
percent increase in rural interstate fa- 
talities, a 15 percent reduction in ru- 
ral fatalities on statE highways, and 
a 6 percent reduction in rural fatali- 
ties on county roads, 

Rural traffic fatalities on U. S. 
roadways remain virtually un- 
changed compared with the previous 
year, Total rural fatalities recorded 
to date for 1997 equal 289, com- 
pared with 283 in 1996. 

Hagan said the DPS continues to 
monitor traffic crash and fatality 
trends to help guide enforcement ac- 
tivities. He said state troopers are fo- 
cusing on speed limit enforcement 
with the help of a federal overtime 
grant. Additionally, troopers recent- 
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ly received a federal overtime grant 
largeting DUI enforcement. 

Hagan attributed fatality increases 
partly due to decreased trooper pres- 
ence, 

“Clearly, one of the reasons we 
are secing an increase in rural traffic 
deaths is the lack of road troopers,” 
he said. ““We’ve been hanging by our 
fingernails for a number of years.” 

Trooper strength is rebounding, 
however, due to Gov, Fob James’ 
and the Legislature’s support for 
trooper hiring and training, said Ha- 
gan. 

“Thanks to Gov. James and our 
legislators, Public Safety has been 
able to hire and train two classes of 
troopers, with a third class planned 
for late summer,” said Hagan. 

Additionally, DPS has requested 
funding to hire, train and equip two 
classes of troopers during FY97-98. 

“We look to these newly hired 
troopers and the existing officers in 
Highway Patrol to help reverse the 
tragic fatality wend,” Hagan said. 

In addition to enforcement, troop- 
ers work to educate Alabamians re- 
garding the importance of responsi- 
ble driving behavior, said Hagan 

“State troopers urge Alabama mo- 
totists to observe posted speed limits 
and to be aware that higher speeds 
result in more severe crashes and in- 
creased likelihood of death or seri- 
ous injury as a result of crashes, he 
said, 

Although the maximum posted 
speed limit on interstate highways is 
70 miles per hour, troopers estimate 
average speeds on interstates to be 
80 to 85 miles per hour.

The Elba City Council meeting

That 
opinion even allows a council mem- 
ber to vote on a board appointment 
when the member has a spouse em- 
ployed by the board. 

The mayor then asked for nom- 
inations for school board appoint- 
ments and Bannin nominated Rose 
Coleman (she had been referred to as 
Rose Russell in previous meetings). 
council member Ronnie Hammond 
seconded the motion. Joining them 
in voting for Russell was Cuuncil 
member Winzell Gray. Council 
members Ben Carpenter, John 
Sharpless and Mayor Grimes voted 
no, thus the nomination died on the 
3-3 tie.

Real Progress Being Made in Saving Medicare 


A significant breakthrough has 
occurred in the battle to preserve and 
protect America’s Medicare program. 
Recently, the White House agreed to 
the principles of Congress’s plan to 
rescue the ailing medical program 
from certain bankruptcy while offer- 
ing Seniors more and better choices 
for health care coverage. 

As you may know, the nego- 
tiations between Congress and the 
White House to reach a balanced fed- 
eral budget in just five years are ongo- 
ing. One of the key areas of these 
negotiations is the future of the Medi- 
care program. 

While both sides have vowed 
to save the Medicare program, there 
hadn't been a unified agreement on 
just how to accomplish this goal until 
now. This development is particu- 
larly good news for America’s se- 
niors who have been wondering if 
Medicare would continue to be there 
for them when they need it.. 

The Congressional Medicare 
plan will give senior citizens the flex- 
ibility to choose from a variety of 
health care plans — including Medi- 
cal Savings Accounts (MSAs). For 
the first time in Medicare’s history, 
500,000 seniors will have the option 
of using tax-free Medical Savings 
Accounts to pay their medical ex- 
penses, giving them more flexibility 
and control over their health care de- 
cisions. MSAs willbe combined with 
insurance policies to protect Seniors 
from expenses related to catastrophic 
illnesses or injuries. 

Under the proposed new plan, 
Seniors choosing an MSA would sim 
ply direct the government to use their 
Medicare payment to pay a cata- 
strophic insurance premium, and then 
deposit the balance inan MSA which

Ms. Becky Perry appeared before 
ihe commission with a request for an 
appropriation to the Wiregrass Food 
Bank. 

Perry gave the commission a bricf 
overview of the program and what it 
does. 

The Wirgerass Food Bank has 
been in operation for seven years 
serving five counties - Coffee, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry, and Houston 
counties. 

The organization solicits, stores 
and distributes food and grocery 
products to non-profit, tax exempt 
organizations and churches. Its main 
requirement is that the food be given 
to needy families. 

At the present time, 17 non-profit 
organizations and churches are being 
supplied with food from the food 
bank. In 1995, the food bank distrib- 
uted more than 51,000 pounds of 
food in Coffee County. In 1996, over 
88,000 pounds of food was distribut- 
ed in the county. 

Ms. Perry told commissioners 
that with welfare reform becoming a 
reality, an increase in food distribu- 
tion is anticipated. The organization 
is in the process of locking in solid 
funding in order to continue to pro- 
vide food for these counties. 

Bottomline, Ms. Perry requested 
that the county make an annual ap- 
propriation to the food bank. When 
asked how much, she responded, 
“Probably around $6,000.00.”

Elba School System 
SAT scores continue 
to improve

Reports on the SAT tests results 
in the Elba school system continue 
to show improvement over already 
outstanding results. 

Monday evening school board 
members were presented with bar 
charts showing one class at the na- 
tional average and all others above 
that point. 

The lower grades continue to 
score far above the norm and gain 
positive attention for the Elba 
School System. This year they re- 
corded over 20 points above the na- 
tional average, apparently proving 
that Elba children are continuing to 
get a superb foundation in the basics 
of learning. 

The first and second grades 
scored at the 74 and 73 percentile 
(50 being national average) on the 
total battery. 

Grades three through eight also 
showed good marks with an overall 
average of 64%, up from last year’s 
58%. Those grades scored 86%, 
69%, 62%, 63%, 68% and 54% re- 
spectively, Again, the national aver- 
age is at 50. 

The three upper grades taking the 
exam, 9th, 10th and 1 ith also raised 
their average, going from a solid 
50% last year to over 56% this year. 
Last year’s 10th graders upped their 
percentile from the national average 
of 50% to 59% this year as 11th 
graders, The 9th grade scored 61%, 
which is seven points above what 
they scored last year as 8th graders. 

The 10th grade students were the 
lowest in the system, but they man- 
aged to meet the national average. 

School officials take the total 
scores and the computer breakdowns 
of specific learning skills and use 
them as tools to continue improving 
the teaching methods and areas of 
concentration to better prepare the 
Elba students for the world after the 
local school environment.

Forest inventory to 
begin in Coffee County 


Alabama has more forestland 
now than in 1938! The Alabama Fo- 
restry Commission will soon have 
field data to document this claim 
thanks to an inventory process to be 
gin this spring. 

Forest inventories throughout the 
South began in the 1930's; Ala 
bama’s initial survey was published 
in 1938, About every ten years, up 
dates are compiled by the U.S. For 
est Service to scientifically docu 
ment forest conditions. Data 
indicating Alabamians are growing 
more trees than they are cutting is an 
example of the many important 
trends revealed by past inventory in 
formation. 

Obtaining the survey results on 4 
more frequent basis, however, will 
allow the AFC to spot changes } 


long-term trends and respond with 
innovative programs as needed 
Therefore, the state agency will be 
gin a three-year effort to gather the 
required field information during 
the spring and summer of 1997. 

The field collection process will 
involve AFC personnel visiting pre- 
determined plots to measure tree 
characteristics, species distribution 
and other variables. All of the intoi 
mation obtained will be consolida 
ed on a county, regional, and stat 
wide basis for statistical purpose 
No measured trees or other veget: 
tion will be injured during the meas 
urement process. Each two-person 
crew will work a designated county 
for a couple of weeks and then 
move to another area. With ten 
crews spread across the state, the 
first phase of the ficld work 
scheduled for completion Octobe 
1997. 

The federal Forest Service's rol 
of compiling, tabulating, prinung 
and distributing all the various 
measurements will be crucial to the 
success of the project. Their effort 
will be coordinated from the South- 
em Region Experiment Station in 
Starkville, Mississippi. 

For more information conceming 
this ongoing effort to document the 
continuing changes in the forests of 
Alabama, contact your local office 
of the Forestry Commission.
